IT S DO OR DIE 
FOR TRAMWAY NOW 
By putting up a determined fight be­ 
fore the Assembly Conservation Com­ 
mittee sponsors of Mt. San Jacinto 
Tramway have saved Jhe project from 
the axe. Forces which have tried for 
years to prevent the building of this 
great tourist lift made another effort 
to get the Stale Legislature to kill the 
Tramway Authority, and thus put an 
end to the long drawn-out effort. 
Thanks to Assemblyman Lee Back- 
strand and Senator Nelson Dilworth— 
backed up by Earl Coffman and Fran­ 
cis Crocker (members of the Author­ 
ity) and numerous political and civic 
organizations—the great tourist attrac­ 
tion was given * stay of execution. We 
say this because it is becoming increas­ 
ingly apparent that enabling State leg­ 
islation will he withdrawn if construc­ 
tion of the tramway Is not started be­ 
fore another stlack is made through 
the State legislature. 
There seems little doubt that* the 
State Park will renew the lease with 
the Tramway Authority for land in the 
San Jacinto State Park at the tram­ 
way's top. When this has been accom­ 
plished the only remaining step to ful­ 
fillment of the tramway dream Is the 
sale of revenue bonds. The Authority 
has reported that Its fiscal agents are 
waiting for a favorable market before 
offering the securities. 
Msybe the situation is Improving. 
The Sunshine State Psrkway'is now ar­ 
ranging for the sale of $185 million 
. worth of revenue bonds with which to 
‘extend a freeway through the entire 
length of the state. They have reported 
In the press that they expect to have 
the bonds sold by July 1 of this year. 
They must consider that the bond mar­ 
ket Is favorable right now. In view of 
the saleable economic report on the 
probability of success of the projected 
tramway it. seems that these securities 
should sell as '.veil as any other revenue 
bonds. We hope an effort will be made 
In the near future to put these bonds 
on the market. 
If this Is not done reasonably soon 


Olivar B. Jaynes 
the project on which so much time and 
money has been spent is doomed to 
failure, and yet Interest in the construc­ 
tion of this engjneering wonder seems 
to be greater than ever before. More 
people and organizations interested In 
promoting the tourist business In South­ 
ern California are coming to realize the 
possibilities of such an attraction. It 
would be a drawing card for the entire 
Southwest which is needed to compete 
with other resort areas which are do­ 
ing more every year to attract business. 
Investigation Called For 
Assemblyman Ernest R. Gcddes of 
Claremont has said that he will seek 
an investigation of the Tramway Auth­ 
ority. This might he a good idea. It 
might be brought out at such a hear­ 
ing that the very group which Assem­ 
blyman Gcddes represents has been re­ 
sponsible for delaying the project by 
throwing obstacles in its path at every 
opportunity. 
Were It not for this opposition the 
great tourist lift might have been built 
some years ago at a saving of several 
million dollars. The conservationists 
who opposed the project have been sid­ 
ed by two wars during w'hleh steel for 
a project like this was not obtainable. 
What else does Assemblyman Geddes 
think, we wonder, caused so much de­ 
lay? 
If the Tramway Authority Is in any 
way to blame for the failure of the 
tramway to be built by this time we 
have no knowledge of it. They appear 
to have proceeded as rapidly as possi­ 
ble under a severe handicap. 
An investigation might bring out 
some facts of which the public has not 
been informed but It is not likely that 
a probe would serve any useful purpose.

That all adds up to prove that 
it was the drivers, not the auto­ 
mobiles or the highways, who 
were responsible — for 40,000 
dead. 
Incidentally, more than 27 per 
cent of the crashes, involved 
drivers under 25 years of age. 
And 89.7 per cent of the drivers 
in all accidents were men. 


rr HAS BEEN CLAIMED that 
the experienced driver is prone 
to become overconfident and that 
he 'or she' drives automatically. 
This is borne out by the statis­ 
tics which reveal that drivers 
with more than one year of ex­ 
perience. figures in 96 7 'per cent 
of all accidents in 1958 while 
novice drivers figured in only 1.1 
per cent 


TAKE IT EASY at night. That 
is when many drivers step on it 
because the highways are com­ 
paratively empty. But almost 25 
per cent of the accidents occured 
between midnight and 6 a.m. 
Late afternoon, when everyona 
Is rushing home from work or 
shopping, is another dangerous 
period with another 25 per cent 
of the casualties being recorded 
between 4 and 8 p.m 
And. remember, if you ara 
planning a Sunday driva tomor­ 
row. don t be a Sunday driver 
Almost half of the 40.000 highway 
deaths last year occurred during 
the weekend. 


IT M IST BE the drivers Be­ 
cause 96 4 per cent of the acci­ 
dent* happened to automobiles 
apparently in good working con­ 
dition, on straight roads, in clear, 
dry weather 
With automobiles and highways 
being made safer, perhaps it

Bread and Potatoes Can Be 
Useful in Reducing Diet

ANN ARBOR. Mich. -W -F a t 
folks ought to stop cowering at 
the sight of bread and potatoes 
That's the contention of Adelia 
M Beeuwkes, associate professor 
of public health nutrition at the 
University of Michigan 
Miss Beeuwkes would like lo re­ 
store those twa "bugaboos'' to re­ 
ducing diets. 
She admitted her bread-potato 
theory may sound like heresy to 
the calorie-counter who has been 
•corning both for years 
But she believes "too many 
•ugar loaded foods are being gob­ 
bled up behind the excuse. 'Well. 
I never eat bread nr potatoes ' ' 
''Better to forego that extra slab 
of cherry pie or the soft drink 
you can't get through the day 
without." she advised. 
"Sugar contains lone-welf calo 
ties." Miss Beeuwkes explained 
"They Just sit there and do noth­ 
ing but add pounds ” 
Potatoes, on the other hand, 
have a great many food values 
and "arent especially fattening 
when eaten plain." she added 
Miss Beeuwkes. a trim blonde, 
•aid she eats potatoes and bread 
•very day but tries not to think 
•f each meal in terms of vitamins. 
"A homemaker shouldn't serve 
food as if It came straight off 
the pharmacy shelf.' she said. 
•'Don't say, now darling, eat this. 
It contains oddles of riboflavin." 
or 'pass me a heaping plate of 
thiamin " 
The university gutritionist. be­ 
lieves It isn't enough to teach a 


child to use a fork and spoon 
Somewhere in his education, a 
child should learn what to eat 
"J advise Nutritionists to go easy 
on the hot dog. however." she ad 
ded 
In fact. Miss Beeuwkes consid­ 
ers herself "a true friend of the 
hot dog '' 
“If you try to take away their 
hot dops you get a negative re­ 
sponse," she explained "I suggest 
a wholesome enriched roll with 
that hot dog. a glass of milk, some 
salad and fruit for dessert " 
Miss Reeuwkes believes people 
worry too much about food. 
"There's no need to bring an 
adding machine to the dinner table 
to count the calories," she said. 
'Whnt's really needed Is exercise 
"Housewives' 
waistlines 
are 
more in danger than ever before 
because labor-saving homemaking 
gadgets have deprived them of all 
the exercise they used to have, 
she said.
